1 ) The declarations do not specifically compare to the art relied upon. There is 
no showing of unexpected results that is commensurate in scope with the claims. 

2) Chen et al teach a flavorant obtained by heating an oil/fat and a sulfur 
containing compound as is claimed. The flavorant of Chen et al does not exclude 
application to animals. Certainly, flavors, especially meat flavors, are used in animal 
foods. The use of a composition is not accorded any patentable weight, as the 
composition is able to stand alone.
